Bdinhargs, Saturday, August 10, 1922.—By farthe most im- 
portant featere in the news of the present week is a statement of 
avery ominous eharester put forth by the Courier of Satarday 
last. It announces nothing less than a design on the part of the 
Holy Alliance to overtarn by force of arms the constitutional sye- 
tem in Spain and Pertagal ; and the ministerial scribe does not 
hesitate to jastify aad applaed this villianoes aggreasion. I: is 
admitted, however, that it would be dangereas to march an Aus- 
trian or Prassian army through France; and therefore it is sag- 
rested that the French Cordon Sanitaire may be destined (or this 
service. With the moat perfeet gravity, it is added, that the sole 
object of the Great Powers, if they make thishestile atiack on 
the peniosola, will be te prevent the peace of Burepe from being 
disrurbed. 

As we are Grmly persuaded that the Holy Allies will do every 
thing ia theirs power te crush the liberties of maskiad, we are weil 
pleased te have their intentions made manifest, Bvery freak 
avewal of such nofarioas designs as this, strengthens that 
public feeling whieh is the greatest enemy they have te lear. 
They have waited during two years sod abailf,in the hope 
ibat secret intrigue and treachery weald do their work ia Spain, 
and save them the edium.efan open attack, But their insidious 
arts having (ailed, their impatience to have the alarming speetacio 
of a free government removed from the eyes of Barope has deter - 
mice’ them, it would appear, te employ forsee. Had the consti 
tational! rulers of Spain only heoa guilty of hangieg the champi- 
oos of her iadedendenee, and re-establishing the Laquisition, like 
Feaotwanp—had they only desolated provinces, and cat the 
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throats of some hundred persons a-week in cold blood, like the : 


Turks, their coadect would bave given no offenee ; bat they hare 
heeo guilly of erecting a free representative goverament, a crime 
which nothing bat blood aad conquest can expiete. Freedom is 
not to exist even in the remotest corver of Rerope, lest the seeu 

rity of despotiom shoald be distarbed. Its very name has become

Has it not esearred te the wisdom of these same a!- 
lies, that war against Spain and Portugal, expressly to put down 
ronstitatonal government, would bring the cause of people aad 
Kiogs directly to issue, and, more than any other possible event, 
woald excite that epirit whose activity they dread! If the free- 
dem ef Spain coald be extinguished ae easily as that of Naples, 
it might, indeed, be worth their while te interfere. Bat they 
reekon without their host, if they indulge this expectation, Spaia 
employed 900,000 of Bonaparte’s troops for seven yesre; and we 
oan discover no reason for thinking that she would Oicht lees 
bravely for her liberties than she did forher monarch. Wo wish 
pain te bo uamolested, that sho may have leisure to adjust and 
settia her government, and because we de not see how any ehaore 
could make her better; batif the Healy Allies cannot be ratisied 
without attecking her, then wo any, this eo qui sonam perdidu,” let 
them de se, and take the consequences. If we wished to bring 
about « crisis which should shake every throne in Kurope 
« war in the Ponineala is the very measure we should sounse!, 
Let Prance send sixty thoosand men inte Spain, and what would 
be the resalt? These troops, supposing thelr services could be 
depended en, would scarcely suffice to eecepy twe provinees,

Supporting, 
however, the armies of Prussia end Ausiria entangled to France, 
sad those of Praoce shat ap ia Spsin how is the submission of 
Germany and Italy to be seeured’ Attempts to guard against 
one dancer would cooly create another; aad the greatest dangers 
of all would be, that in a wer of this anhallowed character, wa- 
ced against the common righis of mankind, the Despots eeaid 
most probably fad themselves betrayed by the vory lestroments 
they employed. In fact. at thie moment it is well kaowe 
that the troops of the Cerden Sanitaire ave dispersed over the 
frontier in small bodies, because from the fear af eonspira- 
oles, the Preach government dare not collect them into large 
meases, The military force of Austria aod Prussia is the 
object of the same kied of elarm to ite ralers, Every where 
throagheet Eerope, except, perhaps, ia the fercets of Mascory, 
a discontented popelation is kept down by an ermy af devbifal 
fidelity. The greet fabric of arbitrary power is capperted merely 
bv the sabtlety of its iaterea!l mechanism, aad the combination of 
the beade who cuide it. The firet rade shock which dgranges its 
action. or destrors the eGaity thet keeps ite elements tagether ia 
any one vital part, will make the whole crumble to epices, The 
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Board of Despets cannot be ignorant of this; and #ith such dan- 
gers staring them ip the face, wecan seareely suppose they are so 
heedless of their own safety, as to venture apon @ step which would 
Obviously bring their existence inte immediate peril. But the 
iutoxication of power bas turned many beads, and the Holy Allies 
as they bave imitated Naroteon ia all bis worst acts, may 
elose thei¢ career like bim, by becoming the iastruments of their 
own destruction. 


Spanish Capital.—On the evening of the 24 of July, the 
Spanish capital was thrown into e state of alarm by the reveli 
of four regiments of the Royal Guards. These troops had 
shown « bad spirit two days before, in attacking a party of the 
inhabitants who were shouting “ Liberty aad the Constitetion,” 
when the King wasgoing in procession te close the session of 
the Cortes, Toflamed, it is said, by emissaries, who represented 
the King’s life as in danger, they withdrew from their proper 
stations to the Prado, to the namber of 1500 of 2000, bet ac- 
compamed by very few of their officers, Genera) Morille, the 
military Commander of the district, endeavoured, but ia vain, 
to recall them te their duty, Acoording toa French paper, the 
King would have pat himself at their head, had he oot been 
dissuaded by hie Ministers. We thiok the feet very questiona- 
bie, thoagh we have no doubt that he was disposed to set this 
part, had his courage seeonded his intentions. A force. was 
especially collected, composed of the city militia, and some re- 
gular troops, joined by nambers of disbaoded and half-pay of- 
ficers, and country peeple, who offered their services spontane- 
ously, Acombat ensued on the 7th, ia which, after three hon- 
dred persons were killed, the rebel Guards were compelled to 
sebmit, and on the Bth tranqgoiliity was established, While 
this attempt was making ia the capital, a corps of Carabincers, 
who had been ordered te be disbanded, raised the standard of 
revolt in Andalasia. Tt was not thoeght, however, that the 
movement would lead te any serioas consequences. Both the 
Guards aad the Carabineers cojoyed peculiar privileges, which 
made them objects of jealousy to the rest of the army. That 
the soldiers at large aro well affected to the Constitution, there 
can scarcely be adoubt; for it ie a striking fact, that though the 
inewrgent bande in the North have recruited their ranke, during 
the last three months, from many different classes, it is net al- 
leged that they have seduced a single company of military to 
join them, 


Were we to copy the style of the French journals, we 
should make the jesee of thic insurrection at Madrid a matter 
of triumph, and sey, that ithad only afforded fresh proofs of the 
excellent spirit which animates the people and the great masse of 
the army. Bat, however good this spirit may be, we should be 
sorry tv see Many such occasions for its manifestation, The 
sword can uever be drawn ina better cause than that of restor- 
ing a nation’s therties; but true freedom consists in the 
empire of opinioa enlightened by reason, to which the long em 
ployment of forte is generally most fatal. In protracted civil 
broils, men’s passions are imfamed; hatred of their enemies 
absorbs every other feeling ; and ultimately, the weapon whieh 
was destined to punish faction or rebellion, is often tarned 
against the rigbts and libertios which it was intended to protect, 


With singular inconsisieocy, the misisterial journals of 
France and Bogiand are continually charging the Constitutional 
Government of Spain with the excesses committed by its ene 
mies, We should be glad to hear these persons allege one 4; e- 
cifle grievanee which can justify the insurgents in takiog ap 
arma, OF one good purpose that is to be attained hy the over 
throwing of the Constitution. The «hole cuilt of the Liberals con 
sists in effecting, without bloodshed, a change iw the govern- 
meat, which every unprejediced man of every party admitted to 
be necessary, Having realized an ebject of acknowledged aii- 
lity, are ther to be held anawerable for entrages committed by 
the fry of oks rnd toquvisitors who had fa't 1 their exploded 
abascs Nosane man ever maintained that the Spanish gorer- 
meat did wotstaed in need of a reform; but how could a free 
Copstitation be creoied withoat dixgusting the parties of arbitra 
ry power? bow could the Lloquisition be abolished, or one balf of 
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the nine thousand monasteries sappressed, without giving offence 
to the herd of by pocrites and drones whe found themselves stript of 
power and wealih by the change! These veforms were indisputably 
necessary, and pe man ¢an«deny that they have been carried 
thro’ with temper and moderation. The disbanded monks have 
been allowed small pensions ; ne encroachment has bees made og 
the funds allotted to the suopert of the really aseful portion of the 
elergy ; and ia applying what may well be deemed the superfluous 
wealth of the charch te the service of the State, the Spsuiards 
have done no more than et some pecsiod it bas been considered 
wise and jast te do is Bagland, France, Sweden, Prussia, and 
Germany. What is yet more to the credit of the Cortes,—. 
though stimalated by the recolicction of Fordiaand’s atrocious 
proscriptions, they made all these great seforms without taking 
the life ef ene individual, even Biso, whe bad so often em- 
brued his baeds in the bieod of the patriots, was spared, and 
still lives. Hf partial disorder and inenrrection bas followed 
their enlightened efforts, it is only beenuse they could not 
eure some me@oftheie bad passions, and beeause they treat- 
ed their enemies with a lenity of which dgitimate Govern- 
meats are never guilty. We are at toss to woderstand hew 
they could have condected themeeives with greater wisdom 
and moderation, Nor can we account for that strange obliquity 
of moral feeling, which affects a horror at the convulsed state of 
the country, and yet bestows its warmes! approbation on those 
who are the sole authors of the evil, and even stimulates them by 
every means in its power to new atrocities, It is an insiructive 
fact, that the same persons whe excerate the Constitutional Go- 
veroment of Symin, are the apologisis of the Terks. The esta- 
blishment of a representative sy stem, the suppression of the Ia- 
quisition, the arresting of royal prescriptions, are greater crimes 
iu their eyes than the destruction of the Sciots; the hanging of 
innocent hostaces, and the murder of thousands ia cold bleed ia 
the streets of Smyrna and Censtantineple. The Courier bas 
just been indulgiag a hope, that Prance will send in an army te 
pet down the reformed Government of Spain; snd, aimest in 
the same breath, be expresses his joy that ibe Turks have es- 
eaped from the fangs of Russia. 11 would be more candid te 
proclaim at once, that “revolt against despotism is the greatest 
of crimes, end revolt against liberty the greatest of virives.”’ 


The tue origin of these insurrections ean scarcely be mis- 
taken, They began, withewt any assignabie cause, immediacely 
after the French Ulires were cailed to power; aad the Spanish 
Minister of Luterier, ia the sitting ef the 4th June, did nyt Lesi- 
tate ta accuse the French Government of protecting and sup- 
porting the iesurgenis, The 60,000 French troops stationed 
along the frontier, are evideatiy not plsced there, as the Courier 
observes, “for mere sauatary purposes,” The frst object of 
this foree is, to protect and encourage the rebels; the second, 
to be ready to rush inte the country, aod sirike a blew at the 
first favourable moment. And in these plans we have as litle 
doubt that France is merely the agent of the Holy Allianee. But 
those who live in a glasshouse shoald not throw stenes; and Gil- 
ed as France is with inflammable maticr, she is the Inst power 
that ought to temper with revolutionary projects. Animprudent 
interference with Spain overthrew Naro.con in the plenitude of 
his power ; and the Holy Allies, if thes repeat biserror, may 
shore his fate. Of the issue of the present insurrection there can 


be ne doubt, if the Spaniards ore left to themselves, Tt isa war 
agsinst the Cortes, who are return d by wniversai suffrage ; and 
this clearly shows that itis war by a smali faction sgainst theme 
ral aad namercial foree of the Spanish popoiation, There are 
no rotien burghs in Spai enable a petty junte te suppert 
themselves io power against seose of the waties. As sooa 
as the Serv les can persuad: the peopie that despotiom and moe 
kery shou e restored, the e will select a Cortes whe will 
give effect to their se nents Spafa may theo evrjoy a Govera- 
ment at enlighie te sad preciees as that of the 
Gra Terk. But till sor sech chan * wrought ie the 
opinions of the population, ell the efforts of Army of the 


Faith, aided by iis French ausiliaries, will only brieg  destruc- 
tion ow itsclf 
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Brazil. —The Portaguese government is mach oceapied with 
the affairs of Brazil, in the arrangement of which it finds uuself 
beset by many dificelties, A Committce of the Cortes appointed 
te consider the subject, bad the hoaesty te recommend tw their 
report, that the coleny should have a Cortes of its own, distinct 
from that of the mother country. Such a proposal refiects 
great credit on the committee. We scarcely recollect an instaece 
where liberal aod enlightened views wiemphed so decidedly 
over = warrow, selish, and monopelising policy. It was by & 
plan something similar to this that Mr. Barke proposed to recon- 
cile the North American colenies to Britain ; and if it bad been 
possible to preserve our dominion over these colonics, it is indis- 
patable that this was the enly practicable coarse. But Mr. 
Berke’s bill was rejeeted by the House of Commons, and it is 
much to be feared that the recommendation of the Purtugurse 
Committee is too liberal to experience a vetter fate ia the Cortes. 


Wheat Harvest.—The Wheat harvest commenced in Eagland 
ten days age, with every prospect of an abundanterop. Ia this 
qeerter, the crops are somewhat later, and the rains now falling 
will pat them still farther back, but will add, at the same time, 
to their weight and value, In the carly part of the week we bad 
light showers at intervals, but Thursday and yesterday the rain 
was remarkably heavy. We sbeuld suppose the farmers are 
almost ready te ery * enough.” 


Patras.— With very creat pleasure we have to announce that 
the Greeks have takea the important fortress of Patras, afier de- 
feating the Turks in a sharp ection pear the city. The details 
are given is @ preeceding columa, aed we have no doubt will prove 
correct. 
Lepanto, which fell inte their hands at the same time, will give 
them the command of the Gulf of Corinth. This comquest ses at 
liberty a force of 12,000 of 14,000 men, and is in every point of 
view of great importaace, While the Turks held Pairas, with 
the twe castles at the opposite sides of the atraits of Lapaute 
which are not quite a mile broad, they could poar trodpe inte the 
Morea from the sorthern patts of Greece at any time, though the 
isthuwas of Corinth were closed against them, With this aeqaisi- 
tion, therefore, and with their navel superiority, the Greeks are at 
leagth in a condition to sceure ihe Morea, the whole of which is 
now ia theis bands, exeept Modon and Coron, These two places 
(which we overlooked in our article of last week) are of liule 
atrength, and will prebably soon fall, The length of time the 
Greeks have vow been in arms, the exertions they have made,

INSURRECTION ACT. 


Mr, GOULBURN rese to move the order of the day for the commit- 
ment of the Irish Insurrection Act, bat he began in se low a» tone that 
few of his earlier observations reached the gallery, No man, we un- 
derstood him te say, Was more sensible than himself of the geveral ebjce- 
tions to thin measure ; and nothing wouldhave been more gratifying to 
the noble mar at the head of Irish affairs, than, if lt were possible, to 
dispense @ith it, sivce it was nadoubtediy « deviation fram that system 
of moderation and mildness that ought to characterise the government 
of every free nation. The necessity of the case alone could justify iis 
adoption. He (Mr. Gosibure) flattered himself that he shonld secare 
the concarreuce ofthe house, if he could show that the state of Irelend 
wes such as to render a resort to it imperative, that the existing laws 
were inadequate to the maigtenance of public tranquillity, and that the 
bill he was recommending was particalarly caleniated (o meet and reme- 
dy the evil. It was hardly necessary for him to enter into a detail of the 
events thet had cecerred withio the last eight or nine mowthe. If be 
referred mérely to the circomstances which led te the previous edopti- 
on of the law at the opening of the session, and compared them with 
those bow existing, he thought he could thence deduce the propriety of 
re-enacting it. The henonrable gentleman then entered into a state 
ment of various facts attending the disturbances, arguing that the ob- 
ject of the enensios of the public peace was to create a power stronger 
than the existing law, and that it bad therefore been deemed the dety 
of Parliament to passa bill at the earliest moment calculated to 
He for one wae slwaye 
ready te contend that the Government of Ireland was bound te fellow 
the course it had pursued, by tryieg every means at ite disposal for sup- 
pressing the disaffected, before it called for extraordinary measures of 
eompolsion, The object of the insarrection act was to compel the peo- 
ple to fear and to obey thelaw. He then related the warione steps @- 
dopted by the Irish Government at the essiges, and by sorciel commis 
sien, before it called epou Parliament in the beginning of the session 5 
contending, however, thet they had all proved inadequate, and that on 
the pa | evening of the day when offetders were excuted, new ontrages 
were ofien commitied iv adjaiving districts.

bern) asked for no new and untried authori(y, and be asked it fora pe- 
ried ehorter than Parliament had ever before granted it in any case of 
similar danger, He asked it Gnaily for the purpose of mataring end 
bringing to perfection measures ef civil police and internal edmisisiretion 
ef the law ander which he was es willing as any man to allow Ive.

Sic R. WILSON admitted that the right henearable gentleman had 
made a (air and candid statement, sod bad opened a ficid of discussion 
as wide as if the debate bad been taken on any earlier stage of the bill, 
He also gave him fall credit for a sincere conviction that it would reme- 
dy the eviis to which be had adverted, The right honourable gentioman 
had, besides, like hie twolatent predecessors, adopted a conciliatory 
tone, and it wee to be honed that, for the benefit of the people of Ire.

fer was he from entertaising eny wafavoerable opinion of that neble 
lord that be believed bim to be @ statesman cf the most comprebensive 
mind, aed in private life of the most amiable character, The hon. and 
gallant officer thea edverted to the passing of similar bills in former ces.

conld the boase be breaght te say that vielence wes the only remedy ? 
—that brete force was the ote mediestric? He weeld now state caly

be admitted the severity of this law, be called upon the house te beck at ¢

tuaste man was arrested, agains’ whom there was ne charge whatever, 
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whe eas merely suspected of being an United Triehman. From this man, 
it waethought expedieat by a certain high eeeriff, whore mame was al- 
ready sufficiently we'l keawn, to ebtain @ ceniermion of bie own guilt 
(by the appltestion of the tertare), and an imelicaticn of other parties.

Netwithstaading these ects of erseity 
avd oppression, end that retribaticn wee on the patat ef being edai- 
mtevered, an act of indemoity, to ecreen the Individual te quection from 
ali the pewalties of Wie aiccendect, wee setdally peeved by the Irish 
Home of Commons amidst erclomstions of applease. (hear, heer) Af 
tor this, 11 was impamsible that he (Bir Rebert Witton) reeld pet any trast 
ba this Goveremen: bat thie wes mot all—the came meritorious indi vides! 
bed abeolutely bad a conrmand confided to him, with the rank (a0 we 
sederstecd ) of a cotone! in the British army, and was sent abroed in that 
Capattiy, 10 serve ender @ Britich genersl: but a0 the fame of Wie exploits 
heppeved to have preceded bim, the amieble mind of that trave off 
eer, the late Sir Reiph Abeorcromby, wes te shorted, that be sent hie of 
agaio, twenty-four hoarse after he had errived ie Egypt. Te the years 
1512 eed 1630, motions hed been made io thet hearse for inquiry inate the 
state of Ireland; bat enck was the perverse policy thet bad sieves bere 
parseed of (heee eceasices, both the motions were rejected.

Met white he thac sarrideed his private feelings(aad @ great saeri- 
fice of (rohag tt aadeubiedly was), whee he opposed the apinions of 
gratiomen with whom he simest anifermly seted he thoaght he hada 
right te est, why ministers throngheat the session bad shewed wo desire 
whatever to investigate the eauses which produced se mech misery la 
Ireland. (heer.) Whee in the commencement of the session they called 
en the bouse to place confidence in their efforts for remeving the dis- 
contents eich prereied io thet eehapapy constry, the wee they 
wes granted to them, Aad what followed? What boon wes 
granied to lveiend | Nothing but measores of esorcion ; if be ea peeted 
the the ieasing bill, which every man connected with Ireieed proncune- 
od te be wheily inadeqeete to the contemplated ebject. He would net at- 
tempt te trace the roots of evil, but, deeg and eoncesied as those roots 
were, the tree which gree from them spread ite benefal brawebes im eve- 
ry direction. It poisoned the very elements of society ; aed Ireland, ie- 
steed of being the strengih ef this eountty, was, ia fart, her weskaers. 
(hear, hear) One cance of Ivelead’s misfortunes was, that redandaney 
of pepaistion, which appeared te increase with ea eccumaisted force 
That redundancy of popaletion did, in bis epaice, prodace the mors) 
degradation of Ireland | and, operating os the principle of reaction, 
teat mors! degradation bed the effect of keeping ap the eacessive popa- 
levee. The iniek gentiemes, and be card it without meaning sey oBenes, 
were in some degree coves niable for the evils ender which Iselend \e- 
peared. The cystem of correpticn which many of thems eussaraged bad 
the most reincas eMects, By grasping at Mrecholds, and grasping at 
eases for ves, mock of the enisting enisery Was crested. Thus system 
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did no man any good; for where one iadividial chose to create & num- 
ber of freeh»iders, another mas wowld do precisely the same, Tue con- 
sequence was, frequent disturbances, sada dissolation of the best 
fecling of society. If cg awtimg leases for lives did not confer the 
right ordinarily ettrched ‘eo freehold property, if that part of the system 
were abolished, then (he geoticmen of Ireland woald eadeavoar to dim- 
nish Instead of inci-asng (he population, Those whe now preceeded 
to poll did not go as freemen, They were driven as a gang of slaves to 
the piace where they were to give their votes, by the steward of some 
great man. When an election for a coanty was abont to take place, did 
the individual whe wished tobe retarned canvass the freeholders? He 
did aot sach thing—he procared the interest of one er two great fomi 

lies and the rest followed of coarse, [hear.] Hedid not mean to say 
that this was the ease in some ofthe great citiesoftveland, Ia the city 
of Cork, for instance, be believed the electors were actuated by a feeling 
and spirit very different from that which influeneed the anfortanate 
Berfs to whom he had been alinding : still he imputed all misfortanes of 
that country to mitgovernment. Itpmight have beem made an earthly 
paradise, bat bi: Majesty’s ministers bad contwsived to convert it iate 
a terrestrial hell. 

Mr. 8. RICE said, that when this bill was formerly iatroduced, a 
pledge had not been given to the house to inquire inte the state of Ire- 
land, [It weshorried through parliament in seek a rapid manner, that no 
time was given to demand investigation. Still, from all the ciream»tan- 
ees connected with that proceeding, aud fromthe speech ef the honoura- 
ble mover, every person in and out ef the house was led te believe that 
Ministers were determined to remove that system under which Ireland 
had so long suffered; and toremove those irritating caases of discontent 
which had s0 long and solameatably prevailed. Now what had been done? 
Had measures of conciliation, by which sloue those evils could be allevi- 
ated, heevw resorted to? No; asystem of coercion alone had been employed. 
What boon had Ireland received daring the present session? With the 
exception of the remission of the window-tax which he admitted to be 
a great boon, what had been done for that country ? Leaving that ent of 
the question, he would ask his Majesty's ministers to shew any one be- 
mefir, of @ permanent natare, which had been obtained forIreland. The 
people of Ireland had, indeed received some relief from grants made by 
that house, It was, however a temporary relief, meant to meet a tem- 
porary diseace, and did not enter into the general policy of the gevern- 
ment of thisday. Was, he would ask, the tithe billany effectual remedy 
for this distress ? Could any man whe looked on the tithes as producing 
any portion of the discontent which was eniversally felt threagheat Ire. 
land, consider that bill as any thing ike a remedy ? With respect to the 
police bill, the Grst measare, so far from doing away the evils complained 
ef, really aggravated them; but the present measare wae calculated to 
have a bettereffect. Hethanked the righthon. gent. for the alterations 
which he had introduced, What, then, had Ireland received, after all the 
promises held ont to her?—a mere measareof police, and an inefficient 
tithe bill, calenlated not to tranquillige,battoirritate, The gentiomen of 
Treland expected r-medial measares, bat sene ench had been introdaced; 
and on the face of the despatches from Lord Lieutenant of Ireiand, as 
they were now read, acd would be read by all posterity, there were 
grounds not merely for enacting the insurrection law at the present mo. 
ment, but even for continning it for ever. He alladed partieniarty te 
the last page; where the Lord Lientenant recommended to his Majesty's 
Ministers to continae the insurrection act for the pernose of extending 
and enitivating peace and good order, In commoneeces sack @ menare 
would be resorted toas a remedy foran existing evil; buat here the 
recommendation went far heyond thar nee a measare ef coercion was 
pointed ont as necessary “for the extension and cultivation of peace 
and good order.” He very much doobted the propriety of passing 
suchs law on documents to meagre and june at those which these 
documents imparted. There was no period at which teformation 
of a similar character and neatnre could not be taid before partia- 
meat Ta 1816, documentsof an eqnally loove character were laid 
before the house; and he must protest decidedly against the intre- 
duction of anonymeus information. Why should macistrates—uniess 
under some most particular clreametances—conceal their pmames? 
He, as a magist ate of Ireland, never wiched bet that bis information 
and bis name, when he happened to be in commurication with Gevern- 
ment, should he coupled together. He was anxiens to be fairly and 
pablicly responsible for whatever he did in his officiel capacity. He 
believed. that so far from the people of Irelaed feeling any prejedice 
against © magietratefor performing his daty, they would esteem and 
reapect him, if he administered jastice fairly and impartially. He ad- 
mitted that the insurrection act weald be asefal id quieting the disterbed 
districts, The crime to which it referred was fairly described, and the 
punishment attached to it was wot teo great, Bathe woold now, and 
must ever, protest against the principal which seperseded the trial by 
jory—e priecipal introdaéed, net only without cause, bet with the most 
decisive evidence the other way. Ifthey found juries on willing er va 
able te de their duty then, perhaps, he woald not blame the legiuiature 
for dispensing with that great coastitational balwark. Sach a measere 
could ealy be one ofemergency ; and if the trial by jary were at a par- 
ticelar peried unsafe, might be suspeaded. Bat hew steed the case 
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bere? Sioce the distarbance in the coaatry ef Limerick, the trial by 
jary was resarted to. Two special commissions bad been held, and he 
believed one, if met both, of these commissions was attended by the 
present Atiorary General fer Ireland. Neo jurers could have assem. 
bied wader c:rcamstances of greater terror and apprehension than those 
which prevailed at the peried to whieb he referred, They were circum. 
stances that might have shaken the the reseiation even of the most con. 
stent end firm mioded men ; set, thoagh placed ia this periious sitmati- 
on, it Was impessibie for any jaries to behave with a more andasated spi- 
rit. (hear,) Then if the experimeat of trial by jary bad beea attempted 
soder all possible dicadvantagés, and if it had been foand to answer eve. 
ry purpose for which it was originally institated—that of affording sab- 
stantial jastice—he woeld tara reend and boldly ask Parliament 
what geod reaton conld be adduced for saspending the great coustitaa- 
tional right of the coantry ; (Acer, Acar.) I: was io the power of the ma- 
cistrates, ander this bill, totry the accused party withoat a jury; and 
it was shoin their power to extend to the prisoner ia the dork, if they 
pleased, the mercifal interposition of ajary. Whee conciliatery mea- 
sares were called for, the answer was, ! the house is ou Gre, extinguish 
the flames, and then talk of improvement.” Bat how could the legis. 


’ latare be jastified, when, for years, the same evils were daily increasing, 


without any efficient effort on the part to pat as eed to them? What 
had been done fer Ireland? Whee, ia their other house a motion was 
made on the enbject, it was eaid “Wait tillyea see what goveroment has 
done!” Now government had, in trath, dene nothing. Tie tithe-ques- 
tion had been brought forward iu the Hoase of Commove, but the amend. 
ment of his right hoe. friend (Sie J. Newport) was met by the previous 
qnrestion. Lord Bacon, ia speaking of the best mode of rendering Ire- 
jand happy and prosperoas, thas stated bis sentiments:—“ The re- 
daction eof that country, as well te civility and jastiee as to ebedieace 
and peace, which things, es affeirs cow stand, I held te be inseparable 
consisteth in four peints.—I, The extinguishing the relies of the war 
He (Mr, Rice) weald call on the government to extingsish the re- 
lies of party feelings. The 24 peiet was, “ The recovery ef the 
hearts of the people.” Now he weald ask ef the hease, aud of the 
members of all past admisistrations since the unies whether any 
one meassre had been set on feet, which had for ite object * the re- 
covery of the hearts of the people? (hear, hear) The third point was, 
the removing of the reote and écrasions of new tronbies.” He de- 
manded of the hense, whether the iasurrection act was the true mode of 
** removing the roots, and oceasions of now ireabies.”” (hear, hear.) 
Aadsfit were pot likely to bave that ef es, he wenld ask, which of the 
sominally remedial measares that bed beea jatrodaced of late years was 
calcalated “ te remove the reets and cecasiens of eew troubles ?’’ 
(hear, hear.) The 4th peiat was,’' Plantation avd buildings.” This was 
not apovlicable te Irelead io ber present cireamsetances; bat reasoving 
by analogy, and looking te the encearagemeut of ber Gcherses and manu. 
factures, the priaciple was perfeetiy just. Bacou went oa to sav, that 
—** Towards the recovery of the hearts of the peoo'e there are bot three 
things in reres eatara: 1 Religion;” which (observeed Mr. Rice) impli. 
ed the mest extensive toleration. “2. Jastice and protection.” Dy this 
was meant, not aly an eqeal administrative of the law, but that it should 
be equally accessible to ali, The third point was—* Obligation and 
reward.” Did this come ander the character of the imsarrection act ? 
(hear, hear.) Oo this 8d bead Bacon had exwrested himeelf:—* 8. Obli- 
gation and Reward. —premiom ct peas. Lam persaaded tbat if a penny 
ta the peaad hich bath been syeat in paeaa(for this war is but pasa, 
@ chasticemrut of rebcie, without freii or emolumeat te the state) hed been 
spent ia pramio, that is,in rewarding, thugs bad never grou te this 
extremity.” He (Mer Rice,) in quoting the passage relative to justice, 
did not mean to say thatany thing like partial justice was administered 
ia Ireland; bat he wee bound fe state that a sysiem which weeald reader 
jostice accessible to ali did net exist in Ireiand. The capence of legal 
proceedings operated, in many cases, almost as denial of jastice; avd 
@hea the peor coald not have redress by lew, they eeald endowbtediy 
soek it by seme other means, This was ene cause of (he crimes by which 
that country was degraded. As aniilastration ef this part of bon arga- 
ment, the hon, gent referred te acase which came willie bis own know- 
ledge. Ao individeal died, leaving 15). or 20). te certain persons. The 
e@xecater get possession of the property, aed the legeties, to whom be 1 e~ 
fused todeliver it ep, preceeded agaias! bom in the Assistant Barnater’s 
Court. When the cance came on to be heed, the assistant barrister 
stated, that he had eo jerisdiction with :espeei Le legacies, and the piain- 
tis were menenited, They then gol an engagement from the exccator 
te pay the demand, end on this eagegement they egein seed bim in ihe 
Assistant Barristers Coart: bet the same objection wes taken, and sac- 
eessfally taken. What did they then do? They proceeded criminally a- 
gainst the party, and ternedinio a breech of the peace tbat which was ia 
fact a civil question. I! was a common thing.ss the henonratie member (er 
Mavo( ‘Mr. Brewne) had formeriy stated, Phen any dupate acose abeat 
the tenereef lands, te break ihe peace, eed lay an information fer tho 
perpese of deciding, ia the shape ofa crimsal question, thal wen the 
law did ect enable thea to set at rest ia any ether Gay. The legisiatare 
hed dove away with eager of hattie ia this coantry ; bet (he stamp act, 
sanctioned aad apeeld by the gealiemce epponit, Rad iaduectly tacous 
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What encouragement did the people generally receive? If they built « 
hoare, it wast be with taxed timber? if they enjoyed the light and sir of 
Heaven, it mast be tavoogh taxed windows ; if they wishes to warm 
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From this it appeared, that when ever there was a decrease in the duty 
oa malt and spirits, there was also a decrease in crime. The honoarable 
genilemas then proceeded to animadvert on (he prevalence of illicit distil. 
lation in Lreland —and demanded how coald country geatlemea enferce 
the jaw ageiast these @ho were guilty of that offence, when they were 
themselves but tes often in the habit of using spirits thus illegally mana- 
fectaved? lificit distillation never would be pat dewn satill the coen- 
try gentlemen eet their faces strenacwesly againet It. After some farther 
observations, the hesewrable gentieman concluded by stating that he 
would vee fer the amendment. 


Mr. PEEL ssid, that the hoe. and gallant general, who hed fol- 
lowed his right hon. trieud, bad stated nothing te remove the foree of 
hus right hen, irvend’s arguments, He mest add te what bie right ben. 
fread bad said, that there had wot been a single conviction under the 
inserreetion act where @ conviction weeld not bave been obtained 
hy the ordinary process eof lew, and he could eet withheld from 
the noble lord at the head of the Irish government the eredit of 
haviog admivistered the extraardinary powers intrested to bim with 
great moderation and justice, (hear, hear.) It had beew sald early in 
the sessive that the suspension of the Mebers Corpus had been eked 
from alest efpower, Now it appeared that net one iedivideal had bees 
committed ouder (hat eet, and ibatthe Lerd Lieutenant asked te heve 
the saspeesion discestiaved. Did this look like the lest of pewer ? 
(Acar.) Aa honourable geniieman had objected to granting, this act, 
because wo iequiry bed been made inte the state of Ireland, (heer,) 
The subjects of teqaiy pointed oot were the Catbelic restriction laws, 
tithes, avd education, Now he would coatend that ministershad wever 
relused seqeiry tate any Of these subjecio; and at the seme time he 
would eck wheiber any commition could be competent fer an inquiry se 
complicated and se exieusive? Bathe could refer to the labours of the 
commitiee om iilicit distiauee, of which he hed been @ member, as 
aproot that the state of Ireland had pet escaped attention. With 
respect tothe distresses which afflicted Ireland, it would be great 
injastice te impute them to the Government, It was a question of the 
greatest difficulty to ascertain when the executive government eaght to 
bnterfere to administer gretuitions charitable relief, Nothing but abso- 
lutely Geeessity coald justify the interference. Wt was absolutely 
mpesmule, therelere, that couses of severe individea) distress shonid 
pot bave eceerred previeasiy te the interference ef Government, As 
to Uthes, he eppeaied to the bense, whether every pledge given by 
bua novie iniend at the commencement of the session hed net been re- 
deemed. He mest countess that ihe doctrine queted (rom the writings 
of (he ablest advocate of Uthes iv the sister kingdom he did not eader- 
stand. He would repeat one passage as he had taken it dewo:—~** They 
ought to unite the chance and canticies ol all ages with the fenite and 
Gowers of ali seasons.” (loud jenghter and crics of “ chants,” ‘*chanés,”’) 
He begged pardon, he bad eederstos’ it to be “ chance” jnsteed of 
* chants’ — songs, bet he would repeat it se corrected, and it would a 
pear equally evisieligibie. * They were te unite the chests and can- 
ticles of all ages ith the fruits and Gowers of all seascas.” He pre- 
tested egainet ali mod fications of ihe measare before them on the same 
ground ca which be regretted (6 agree with the pecessity of it. If it 
were modified, we shoold have ali the evile of am unconsttutionsl mea- 
sore without its benefits. Asiteteed it wasa meacare of protection 
fer the ianeceat aed incentive, aed a measare of mercy to these whe 
were seduced of belssyed inte (ne cfleaces which came unto ite opera- 
fiea. 


Sir BR. WILSON expleined. He bad cited the passage referred te 
from the champion ef ditiac right cherch and sigte, the Dake de 
Ceantesebricad (we believe Te had qvoted his authority, eet a0 that 
of episiesopher, bat of an 10d\vidaal in (he ovighbouring biegdom 


Mr. PERL. seid, that it would be bet fais io the boneerable gen 
themes, when be quoted sack a werk. to quote it in the origioal, 
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Mr. J. SMITH would sek the right honourable geatioman what had 

been the effects of all their laquiry? Were they not tuanrrection and 

rlet? (Acar, keer.) Nothing bat evercion had beew applied to the 

distresses of Ireland for two centuries. The'eanse of the greatest evils 

to that country was, that the eccaplers ofland were made, net to pay, 

for that was impossible, bet were made responsible for reate which 

conld wot be met by any industry orfair lngeowity, (Aeer.) It wae aot 

in the power of that hoate to remedy this, bat it wae in the peweref 

Government to mitigate theevil, The measare now ander consideration 

was hostile te every moral feeling. Tt required the father to inform 

against the son, and the con against the father, or made them lishie te 

the came penalties, This was contrary te every principle of gret feel- 

ing and moral duty. (hear, hear.) Withoet wishing te raise any imme 

diate qvestion upow that point, he could mot bet regard the Cathelia 

question as ove fraitful seurce of the miseries which mow afflicted Ire. 

land. The right hemeurable secretary (Mr, Peel), advertivg to the 

question of tithes ia Ireland, eaid that Geverament had promised ne 

more than it had performed. If the right honearable seeretary alluded 

to the promises of the present year, be (Me, J. Smith) agreed that ihey 

bad been performed ; bat he was old enongh in the house of Commons 
to recolleot, thet many yeere beck a consideration of like question 
had heen promised, and such a coosideration as Parliament certainly 
had wot yet gone inte. One simple fect apo the eabject was 
enough. Perhaps there were in Ireland five, sin, of seven hundred 
theasand Protestante, all the remainder of the population being fillew. 
ers of the Catholic faith; the revenue of the church jo that country wae 
larger lo prepertion than these in aay other coustry of Rurope ; and the 
mase of that ravenne was exacted from persons whe bad go jnlersat ae 
feeling ia the system which they so maintaioed, He (Mr. Smith) did 
firanly beliewe that a fair independent income might be given to the cler. 
gy of Ireland, and yet the balk of the papalation relieved from the 
oppressive system ef tithes; and it wae his decided opiniog, that a) some 
time or other, measares to that effect must be adopie!. The how, member 
coaciaded by adverting te some observations which bad falien from an 
ben. member te (Mr. D. Rrowne) in the debate of a former even. 
ning. Thet hen. member bad been waderstood as intimating @ donbt as 
to the degree ja which distress prevailed in Ireland at the present mo. 
ment; he (Mr. Smith) could only say thet there was ne instance ia 
modern times in whick any country, from famloe, had suffered so severely, 


Mr. D. BROWNE explained in co low « tone of voice, thal we 
were prevented from fully collecting bis observations. He dewied (as 
we wodersioed him ) having expreseod any diehelief of the existence of 
distress, Ho eseribed the evil toe want of employment, and a scarcity of 
the cirenleting medium. 


Bie J NEWPORT (eit the greatest aversion to depriving! Ireland of 
her constitetional rights; but wee wet prepared to take apun himself the 
responsibility ef eppesiag the present mesure aader the circumstances 
upea which itwas demeeded. He should therefore give « reluctaut 
vote in favour of the act; bet be thought that ile continaanee ought to 
be limited to, say the letef May nent, in order that, ln case its farther 
extension should be thoaght necessary, the subjeet might be discussed at 
e period when the hease was likely to be well attended, He trusted, 
however, that se farther proleagation of the law would be fonnd sequi. 
site; for heavy wonld be the evil of teaching Ireland (to believe thai, in 
spite of all the promises held out to ber at the Union, she till was to re. 
mais the vietion of penal étatates eveo as she bad been beiure that meas 
sare, Porty three years had wow elapsed since ene of the greatest law. 
vere and one of the greatest statemen in Ireland, a wan who stood high 
io official siteation, bat whe east all oficial fecling behind him when be 
fowed that feeling \uterfering with the interests of his country — 43 yeare 
had elapeed since the Lord Chief Haren Bargh, sposking of the sijnaii. 
on, es to pesos! laws, of Ireland, had seid, “ Penaliy, Panishment, 
and Ivelaed are synonymeoes, and they are written on the margin of 
her statute book in letters of bleed.” He (Sir J. Newport) trusted, that 
the passing of the present measare woald aot be thought te relieve minis. 
ters from probing the evils aader ehich Ireland wes labouring, Pent 
statates Would not remove them, Ifthe Irish @are elienated fiom the 
laws under which they lived, to what cance but to a doleciive govera. 
ment could that aliepation be ascribed? Surely no man Would cast ench 
@ libel epen Ireland as to sey che was insensible of the blessings of guod 

wt? Ta wistever quarter of the giobe (except his own conni y) 
an Ivichmee was placed, be rose as bigh ie fenk, ond bis demeanour 
wes as precesbic, os that of any other member of the community ia 
which be lived. He did wot state these fects for the parpose of creating 
debvete ; he wet cawilling (6 cecapy e moment longer thie was necessary 
the attention of the house ; but when he war assenting to 8 messere 
which was to pat Irelend beyoud the pale of the cowstitation, it woe his 
deoty as en Urisbman to declare, and distinetiy, the views ia which he 
consented to such o degradation of hit conniry, We did cay (het mince. 
tere hed wet degetheir duty with respect to Ireland. Were they, 
whose dety it was to govern the country —were they to call epos the 
opposition te ovigintee measares for thew / He hed the highest respert 
for the sable person whe was of the head of the Irith Government ; vat 
bie eonbdence is we man shoald prevest bie from spesking where he 
tegeget cogligesce was sppecent. If the Lord Liewiensst was cow, 
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the cabinet was pet new. The noble lord opposite (Lord Londonderry) 
of all men was bound to seek a remedy for the distress of Ireland, for it 
was under his snspices that she had losther independent legislature, 
and been consolidated with this country. There was. one point only far- 
ther upon which the hon. baronet would detain the hease. He was sorry 
te see that some of the despatches from Ireland appeared to look to the 
insursection act as to something like a permanent measare. He did not 
helieve.thet the aeble marquis at the head of the Irish Government en- 
tertained any such view, or heshould have mach less confidence in his 
administration then be was disposed to have. He assented, for the pre- 
sent, to the centinnance of the inserrection act, bat he looked upon it, 
not a8 a measare for moral improvement, bat a measare resorted to ander 
deplérable mecessity---2 measare of coe:cien to prevent the extension of 
crime, Por moral improvement, be looked oaly to measares of regu 

lation, information, end amelioration; wet to penal atatotes, be thei 
titles, what they might. 


Mr. PLUNKETT begen by stating his entire and perfect eoncer- 
rence ia almost every thing which had (allen from the how. bert. who 
bad last spoken, He considered the present measares as « lemeatable 
evil, which could only be justified by the extreme necessity of the case: 
a6 & permanent measere he should not merely deprerate it, but consider 
it as amonating to an extivetion of the constitetion of Ireland; and in 
thet seme light he knew it was viewed by the aoble pereonage at the 
head of the government of that country. The how, bart. (Sir J New 
port) bad expressed biaself with that candourwhich always mode bis ob- 
servations peculiarly valeable to the house, aud there were few points on 
which be (Mr. Pioukett) wae aot disposed to go with tim, Ef Wwe thong tt 
for ® moment that the passing of the present measare was to be (skea 
te enporsede the necessity of measnre of amelioration, be weuld be the 
last man to consent even to its temporary enactment; but he considered 
it as an act which, by providing egeinet the peril of the the low, would 
enable Govergment to epply itself to the devising of beneficial regulats 
ens. That there was no ladisposition abont the legisiatare fo apply it- 
selfto such objects, would be evident to ali who looked at the past and 
at the present condition of Ireland, He (Mr. Piankett) said, thet if any 
country in the werld had made greater progress in civilisation during 
the last hell century than another, thet country was Ireland: Let 
heaourable members recollect the time whea Ireland had truly, as the 
hovourable barenet opposite stated, been the victim of penal laws, Let 
them remember these statues which, as Chief Beren Bargh farcibiy e2- 
peoseed is, had visited the Catholic at bis birth, aed aceompenied bim 
to his grave.” Those laws were no mere, Wes that nothing done fer 
the country? Thirty-eight years rince Ireland had stood destitute alike 
of commercial advantage and coustitational privilege, Were the cichis, 
the law, the free trade, which had been given to her—wore these (hiags 
nothing? And had there been any indisposition on the part of Gavera- 
ment to the granting of these immunities? Had not the Govreroment 
rather been most forward in bestowing them? For bis owe part, he 
could have wished that neither the question of Catholic emancipation, 
nor the question of tithes had been iutrodeced jate the discassion of the 
measure before the honse, Upon the question ef emancipation, dif. 
ferent opinions were entestaived? for himself, be coufessed that he 
thoeght it the prime measure (or the salvation of Ireland; but those 
were po (rue friends to the success of tbat measure, who said—** give us 
emancipation, or we will not give you the means of securing the tran. 
quillity of the country.” He felt the importance of emancipation as a 
political measure, but he did not heliewe thet ichad ajot to de with the 
troubles which at present were agiteting Ireland. The wretched pee- 
ple who were there iu arme against the Goverament of the country-weuld 
pey no more regard to emancipation if it were presented to them, than 
they would pay to that elegant poetical passage which the bonearable 
member who had spoken second in the debate bed supposed to 
have some reference to the subject befere the hense. He agreed 
with the henonrable baronet epposite, that it was the day of 
Government to originate their own measures, and noi te leok to 
gentlemen on the ether side; bat he esid, that with seapect te 
tithes lo Treland, government had originated its measnre, The pre- 
seat Lord Lieutenant bed gone te a eonviry where he had found eonspi- 
racy and rebellion staring bien inthe face ; the horrors of insurrection 
hed been succeeded by the horrors of fantine; ead ander seck ciream- 
stances of disadvantage, goverament had prepared ite measare with res- 
peet te tithes, Tt was true thathen, geotiemen ow the eppesite side 
treated the measure as ineffective and ensatisfactery; but the answer of 
goveroment was, “ [tie the beat measure which, within the time aad 
ander the cireumstances, we have been able te bring forward.” If hon, 
gentiomen disliked that measure, thes government was eptitied te say 
—‘* Prepese te as another, and we will take it inte coasideration.” Ge- 
vernment bed doue the best which iteowld de. It was met disposed to 
take up principles which eome honearable members were desiveas of 
adopting. The ben. member eho treated the rights ef the echarch as 
different from the rights of the lead-owner, and thenght that Govere. 
ment had « right te resume the property ef the charch whenever it was 
expedient, that hoa. member ieeduced a principle which pet en cad te 
thesafety of preperiy altegether. The same principle which that he- 
wourable member was desirous of applying te the nights of the charch, 
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seme one clee wold apply te the property of the landowner; a third 
wonld carry it to the rights of the fundholder; and 2 fourth toe every 
soecies of private oroperty, Ef the honewrable member for Midheret 
(Mr. J, Smith) bed knows as much a he (Mr. Plawkett) did of the sitna- 
tion ef Jreland, he would not bave refased hie sanction te the passing 
of the present meacare. If that honourable member coald keow the 
horrible tyranny etch the iveder of insurrection exercised ever the 
people of Tretand —their sim was to arquire a dominion over the laed ; 
aed robbery and marder wore the means they ased fo obtain allies. Ho 
(Mr. Pinakett) had enjoyed opportunities of seeing the condition of the 
country. and the operation of the act in question. The sacrifices of the 
sueeial commission aveiled the cease of tranqeillity little or nothing. 
Men were exerated io immense nombers, bat the distarbances continued, 
The insarrection att came, and they ceased almost immediately. Now, 
would not the hon. member for Midharst be loctined to grant a power, 
even something bevond the constitation, for the eke of checking the 
progress af bloodshed and of crime? The right heo. eat. then pre. 


corded to conteod thet this measure was necnscary for the protection 
both of the witnesses whehad te prove, and the jorors whe Hed to try, 
the offences which it was intended to check. He bad that morving 
received » communication from the crown soliciter of the county of Cork, 
ioforming bim that a great pert of the lawexpenses for that connty 
atose from its having to maintain in its gasia handred persons net 
criminals, bat witnesses, whe songht security there from the terrorists 


who desolated the coagtry, The commenication likewise 


added ° 
: ef them who had relinquished the protection afforded him, hed “ae 
$ victim to the vengeance of those iefariated and misguided wreiches, 


The right hon. gentleman conciaded by stating bie determination te 


> wote for the motion of bie right ben. friend on secowet of the reasons 
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which he had briefly bat distinctly stated to the house. 


Mr. GRATTAN seapported the motion, bat trusted that the dara 
tion ef the act woald be limited to the tet of May. 

The hease then divided, when there appeared—

When we re-enjered the gallery we found the house in 8 committer,

Bir JOHN NEWPORT snggested that the 1st of May should be 
loserted ia the blank es « security for the early consideration ef this ques.

Mr, GOULBURN stated, that his wish to have the longer peried 
inserted ia the blawk arose from a desire to study the convenience of the 
Irith members, who did not in general attend till after Easter. 

Sir JOHN NEWPORT econted the idea of considering the conveni-+ 
ence of Irish members. To attend their pieces in Pariiament was 
paramount duty which they owed tothe country that hed elected them 
fer ite representatives, (Atar.) 

Mr. J, P. GRANT recommended bis honourable friend, the member 
for Waterford, to iake the sense of the committee poe the Becessity of 
jimiting the dearation of this act tethe ist of May next. 

Mr. BROUGHAM cencerred io the recommeedation of hie learned 
friend. The lish members were boved te attend early. He therefore

The Marqais of LONDONDERRY thought that the pledge given 
by hie eight honeevable triend the secretary for Ivelend, together with 
the keewledge that the bil) mast expire ou the bet of Aogust, 1893, were 
quite safficient, iv case lt cheuld be mecessary to renew it, te ensere its 
iatreduection immediately after Easter.

¢ Upon reading the sceount of a late fre in Clive Street, I 
thought it might be advisable to mention (we or three propositions 
for extinguishing Gres, which bave been made by peop'e ia Earope. 


‘One recommends salt te be mixed with the water ased by 
the Eugines, &e. 


Anoitber proposes that lime or clay should be mixed with the 
water and that each Engine should be provided with a sack or 
two of olay ready dried and sifted, and that aquantity of it should 
De kept in the Bagioe houses. 

Both lime water and clay water will readily extingwish 
flame, the clay forms a crust over the article on fire and acts like 
av extinguisher by preventing the acecas of air. Thelatter wri- 
ter adds, To shew the alility of mixing something aninflama. 
bie with the water, I need only mention that a fire at which I once 
assisted it was observed that one of the Bogines operated much 
more powerfully than either of the others, and wherever its water 
came, the lames appeared to be almost instantaneously subdued, 
whilst the other Engines ofien scemed rather te be inereasing 
than diminishing them, Upon ioquiry I found that thie Mcicat 
Engine was supplied with the waste water that was Spilled in the 
street, which was afterwards taken wp in buckets, water aud 
Girt together and thrown into this Bagine.”

Would to God, old 
fashioned manners were se far restored, as to prevent the pros- 
titation of female digoity, and nice sense of honor, to the sordid 
meanness of worldly views ; I de not mesa to say that women 
shoald throw thomeeives away pon every hacdsome fellow in a 
red coat, bat merely to urce the extreme impelicy of sacrificing 
real happloess te grandeur and ambition. Ne, lets woman be 
content with a moderate competence with the man of ber ebeice, 
aad she cam never repent of it. 


It may be jastly said that the majority of ladies in India 
have sach high ideas, este render it impossible for deserving 
men having only @ genteel competence, to provide for their na- 
merous wants ; and this is one great cacse of unequal matches, 
sach as those which frequently take place between old men 
verging upon sixty, and misses io their teens; and whe can 
wonder af the misery which follows, as a aateral comecquenes 
of the Bridegroom's imbecility, end the Lady's ambition. © 

Marriage, Sir, is a sabject, open whieh so mack bas been 
written, that I fear it would be tresspassing epen the attention of 
your readers to sey more, especially as you bave so many Cor- 
respondents, much better qualified te handle this subject then 
myself; but before conclading this letter, I mast make @ few 
remarks wpon the extreme arrogance of Ladies in this country 
who, if they have the least pretensions to beauty, generally ex-

wat, Janoary 33, 1833, p. 174.) and be has adopted the plan 
of repriating sundry of those proceedings from the time the 
first News of the change of Affairs in Portugal arrived at 
Macao, as indicative of the movements of that body and 
of ihe state ef the public miod from that period. With 
these Sessions the four weekly nembers we possess are Alled, 
with the exception of one interesting document in the last, 
which we present to ourreaders. These Sessions commence on 
the 11th ef Aegust 1621, and are continued at detached epochs, 
till 12th of February 1822, they are mostly (to es) uninteresting ; 
Questions of ctiquetie ead discussions of the question whether the 
city of Macao aad its Government should voluntarily declare its 
adbereace te the sew arder of things, er wait for order, which last 
opinion the whole servile party appear sirenveusly to have main. 
tained, as at least retardiog their downfal, aod perhaps hoping for 
news of a second deorce like that of the beloved Ferdinand at Va- 
leacia, by which they might yet retain their power. The Constitati- 
onal party, it appears now no less soxious to see themselves res- 
tored to their sights, sad while the two parties were thus disputing 
one mas, Joseph Nepomeceso Mabeo, had tbe courage to step 


forward acd ia a bold bet temperate remonstrance presented io ° 


the Senste, told them, vot only what was the state of things but 
what should be se. Of this document, which is a tompieic sketch 
of the times, we bave prepared a transiation, bat anxioas to give 
it early peblication we have cortailed some extraneous matter, 
foreiga to the detail of eveats in and with it, We reluctantly for 
the present take our leave of the Cuinese Bee.

proguesticatiog Contsa Revelations, and annoenciag that the 
Ceert ef Rio Janciro, so far (rom acceeding to them, bed solicited 
assistance from the Allied Powers to recover their privileges. 


That even the arrival of letters from Rio, snscanciag the 
adhesion of the Royal Family to the Censtiiation, and His Majes- 
ty’s intention of rewreing to Europe did not destroy theie bepes,

That some of ovr honourable bat oppressed Citizens, unable 
to restrain the fervent impulses of their loyalty and attachment 
to the National Cause, publicly expressed their regret at the iu- 
difference with which such intelligence was received, whilst others 
which merited less attention, received the meat public marks of 
joy.* These worthy Citieens wore branded with the execrabdle 
names of rebels and disterbers of the pablic peace, and it is even 
said that for some unknown purpose « din of their names was form- 
ed, That it is equelly notorious that theie clamours having beoa 
laid before your tribunal by one of its worthy members, intrigace 
aad sophiems were not wanting to stifle bia jest requisition and 
Goally a pretext was made of the waut of money in the Treasury 
for the expences of the rejeteings; opon which the said mem- 
ber immediately offered all the moaey which might be necessary! 
and yet this offer was rejected! wutil at length the 6th of Nov. 
was appointed for the celebration of the constitation, bat oo that 
day something very different took piace which your petitioner 
will eet now mention, 


That although it was pablicly koown that Hise Majesty 
had safely arrived in Portegal, and had swern to the Constita- 
tien, yet ne rejoiciogs teck place, but the arrival of the brig 
Temoranio, from Lisbon, oo the Sth Janeary, rendering it im- 
possible to conceal from the public the events which had taken 
place at home, whet was thea dose! was it onr Constitution and 
oer happy. regeneration that was celebraied! No.—The arrival 
of His Majosty in Burope ! 


What then ean bave cocasioned the terror of and aversion 
to eur happy regeneration, whieh these facts demonsircate ' It 
mast be ene or ether ef our chief authoritios, and it is they whe 
are still se anzious to keep us in leading strings, 


That while the eclebration of our Happy Regeveration was 
thas eppreaching with tardy steps like a esiminal to ihe seqfold, 
one of the Members of the Senate broke silence and demanded 
that the steadard of Liberty should be boisted, How much thie 
astonished aad provoked bim, whe still governs the Senate, is 
toe well known for me to repeat, aa well as what intrigues were 
used in convekiog a Council to have one subsersiont to bis views. 


And what wae discussed when the Council wes assembled 
(on the 7th February) The form of the oath! the time and place 
of the solemaity! and nothing else! How different @ seene toe 
that wbich passed in otlver parts off the Porteguese dominions, 


On the following day the Bargesees aod others being assom- 
bled in coesoil a scene of confussion appears to have taken 
place, the one party asserting that the constitution should bo 
(ally proclaimed, and also their right to remove the obnoxious 
authorities, (among whom the Minister is we believe plainly sig- 
nalized) whilst. the others strenvousiy resisted it fer the par- 
pose of temporiaing, or 4s the Patriot Maher expresses it, 
of prolonging 2 or 3 months the miserable system of the last 
20 years.—Ile coaciedes pearly ia these words: 


The miseries of this anfortanate country bad long ego 
been remedied by eur beloved Soverciga bad not the courtly pro 
tectors of their aatbor stifled so atany seeusations by remitting 
them to the aecesed ! as he bimeelf hes declared, that all might © 
tremble at his iafleesee! And what bes been from that time 
till now our peblic administration’ Leek to our exhaasted 
Treasury, oar wretched widows aed orphans, (eo the bankruptey 
not only of evr own bat of Foreign, snd Chinese Merehants, 
to our despairing petitioners for justice, to car eflicted end 
enjastly bewished exiles, deploring far from theis native country 
their own mislortanes sad those of their aabappy ebiidrea ! The 
trevas of Bgypt cannot hide these tratbs!

There is a very general remark, and certainly not entirely 
without feandation, that the Sabaiterns of the Bengal Army 
are létked dewo upon; by the Civillaas, Married Ladies, and 
More partioularly by the Spiasters of Indian Society, especially 
at the Presidency. 


As far as regard the Civilians, Tam fadeced, not onty from 
what I myself have experiensed at their hand; bet from the 
many eppertunitics I have had of observing their general

more to ber list of refusals; nore valaable to ber, Mr. Editor, 
should she eventually marry, what is now termed, well, vie. any 
ene, old agly Sed rich; than all the wealth the mines of Pera 
could produce Should she however bave been of “long stand- 
ing,” she may possibly condeseend to “ pat up with him,” aad 
ie that case I doubt, whether he is not to be more pitied, than 
blamed; as the Peart, we Know, often gets the better of the 
head ‘ 

I eannot help nélicing an extraerdivary mistake which beth 
partic: (1 mean Subelterns and Spiasiers) often (al! into: the later 
imagive che slightest elvil polite attention an attempt to via 
their aflections, amd therefore act accordingly ; ibe former suppese 
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* sign that the Lady is doatingly attached w them, and without 
much farther delay or consideration, offer their bands, where they 
fancy their hearts ere, and reecive, if a refusal, not always 
polite one—and if an acceptasce— why, Heaven pity them. 

Geardians frequently fall into a somewhat stusfler error; 
aad like theic wards, are as often mistaken (on their suppositions, 
that the Gentleman's attentions originate ia love; without bow- 
ever waiting to ascertain, and giving themselves great credit 
for their wonderful foresight in discovering (what the Geutheman 
hed not) sentiments, which they never could consent to being 
realised ; thoy, alter many admonitions to Miss as to ber fuiare 
conduct, kindly inform bim, with « vaffice of yo- 
liteness, that, ia consequence of his (to them) evident partiality 
towards Miss, they must decline the howor of his future visits ; 
and that they should thidk he would feel grateful, for their bay. 
ing by their timely interference, saved bim from the misery, 
which would certainly be the only lot he could expect, from 
following bis own iaclinations, as they assured him their consent 
would never be obtained.

that makes the Gentleman, or bestows sense aad respectability, 
as also that real merit will be sure to fad its value whatever 
garb it may be dressed ia, and that obsequiousoess is not at al! 
required to make it appareot; I conclude, sincerely hoping that 
the time will yet come when the remark at the commencement of 
this letter will be witheet trath aod witheat foeedation.
